Aunxicosly waited by the dairymen,
and equally feared by the oles dealers,
the new iaw respacting the saile of oleo-
margering wenl inlo effsct Jupe lst
The law, whick will be particalarly bhard
on small dealers and the propristors of
boarding houses, provides that

“Every pesson who shall sell or have in
his or her posession oleomargarine, but-
terine or any similar substanoe ahall first
obtain from the department of Agricul-
wire, through its ngent, the dairy sad food
commissioner, a license suthorizing bim
or her 1o engags In the saloof oleomarga-
rine, for which livense he or she shall pay,
if a retailer, the annoal sum af $100; ifs
hotel prupriesor or restacrant keeper, £50,
and if & bomrding house keeper, the an-
nual sum of §10. Before any person shall
sell or have in his or ber posssssion oleo-
margarine he or ahe sbhall be required to
proours & sign or sigos clearly settiog
forth that he or she Is sngaged in the sale
of oleoMargarine; these signs shall be
bang lo a conspicnous place.™

CASE WITHOUT A PARALLEL

Al £15 o'dlock Wednesday nfternoon
the jury retarned a verdict of murder in
the first degree (o Lhe owe of Samuel Pe-
ter Meyers for the killing of John Len-
hart. The jury retired shortly Lefurs 2
o'clock and their deliberations occapied
two bours, The solemn countenances of
tho juror< when they fled into the box
tmsded ill for the defendant and no sar-
prise was axpressed when their verdict
was annonuesd. The Jefendant was
noticeably atfected during the formalities
of taking the verdiet, and ones resumed
his seat, but quickly arese to his fest
when Attorney Holbert t1d him to do so.
His few was ashen white and he shifted
nneasily from ooe fout [0 the other.
When the vardict bad hest reconded At
wroey Holbert ssked that the jory be
polled and as sach juror srosa to his fect
Moyers slevaled his oo and looked
struight into the face of the juror. Mr,
Holbert recsived permission frowm Lthe
Court to file motions for a new trial and
in arrest of judgment within four days
afisr the stenographer has filed a tran-
seript of the avidenes,

The Meyers ense is sald to be unigue in
the history of oriminal jurisprudence,
So far ax ix known Samuel Poler Meyors
is the first wan in Pennaylvania, or in the
eountry, who has basn twics convicted of
murder in the Ot degree, only three
days intervening between the flodings of
the two juries, as he may be the rst 1uan
in the Stats to bo sentenced Lo death twice
on the mune day. Anticipating that the
applieation for new trials will be denled
and that the two canes will be taken wp
for review bLy the Supreme Court, and
that the verdicts will be aflirmed by that
body., his counsel may still have recourse
10 the Board of Pardons, Should the
Board of Pardons refuse a pardon or
ocommutation of sentanes it will then de-
volve upon the Governor lo lssue two
death warrants to the SherifT of the eoun-
ty, ane dirocting the execntion of Meyers
for the murder of Michusl Karnay and
the other directing his exemition for the
murdar of John Lenbart, The Sherill
will make return to the court of the exe-
cution of the condemued man on the first
warmnt, thus completing the record in
the Karoney case, und the warrant in the
Leunhart case will be endorsed “for exe-
eation of this warrant see warrant In
Commonwoulth va.

Strange as It may appaar the doding of
the jury In the onse against Meyors for
the morder of Karney did not reach the
ears of the jurors in the case against
Mayérs for the murder of Leabarl untl!

peedless to add that sach one of the
twelve men drew s long sigh of reliel
when they learned that the two vendicts
wore Lthe same and that the prisoner, 1f
execulod, will be executed fo consequencs
of the verdict returned by Lhe fimst jury.
